BEASTS OF 
BOUNDARIES 

How a map by Minnesota wolf researchers went viral 



VOYAGEURS WOLF PROJECT 

GPS tracking data show how wolf packs in Voyageurs 
National Park stay strictly within their own turf. 


W olf packs take their 
territory very seri¬ 
ously. That point is 
illustrated in incred¬ 
ible, colorful, squiggly 
detail via a new data map from Voyageurs 
Wolf Project. 

Researchers at the project—a collabora¬ 
tion between the University of Minnesota 
and Voyageurs National Park—charted the 
locations of seven northern Minnesota 
wolf packs 68,000 times throughout the 
summer. The findings show how rigidly 
wolves stick to their own turf. 

“The image basically speaks for 
itself—it shows how the woods are par¬ 
titioned by wolves,” says Tom Gable, a 
Ph.D. candidate working on the project. 
“There’s something wolves have—it’s 
fascinating—where they know where 


those boundaries are. It’s scent, right? 
You’re using just your nose. There are 
no geographical markers. That’s a really 
cool part of it.” 

The map also helps researchers learn 
what, exactly, Voyageurs’ 30 to 40 wolves 
are up to in the summer. In the past, 
the forest canopy hid wolves from older 
detection methods like radios and planes. 
Gable explains. But data from GPS col¬ 
lars provide detailed accounts of pack 
movements. 

That’s allowing researchers to bet¬ 
ter understand how wolves eat during 
warmer months. Researchers hiked 
nearly 5,000 miles to examine poten¬ 
tial kill sites—places where the packs 
stopped for more than 20 minutes. 

‘We don’t know, on average, how many 
beavers or deer wolves kill in the sum¬ 


mer, because people haven’t been able 
to quantify this,” Gable says. 

The emerging science delights the 
team at VWP, while the map has attracted 
almost 50,000 Reddit views by dynami¬ 


cally highlighting an old fact: Wolves 
are territorial beasts. 

“It’s been kind of amazing, honestly,” 
Gable says. “It’s kind of gone viral.”

Invading the 
Minneapolis Club 

Just what goes on inside those majestic ivy-wreathed walls? 


I f you’ve spent much time down¬ 
town, you’ve seen the Minneapolis 
Club. You’ve eyed its spectacular, 
ivy-covered exterior. You’ve won¬ 
dered who frequents it and what 
goes on in there. 

Last week, the Business Journal asked 
power players in Twin Cities business 
where they like to lunch. The Minneapolis 
Club was among the favorites. But only 
a select few of us can back them up. You 
can’t even see the menu on the club’s 
website—advertised as ‘'the best restau¬ 
rant in town you can’t get into”—without 
punching in a password. Its illustrious 
membership over the years includes Pills- 
burys, Da 5 d:ons, and Hubert Humphrey. 
(Humphrey’s wife became the club’s first 
female member... in 1978.) The squash 
court is named for former Vikings co¬ 
owner Wheelock Whitney. 

I used someone else’s quarters to pay 
for a bus downtown, and met a lunch 
date who was relieved to learn her jeans 
didn’t violate the dress code. The men in 
the diningroom wore suits and ties, with 
the exception of abefrocked priest. Most 
were 50 or older, with the smell of money. 

‘T can’t believe they let the socialists 
in,” my date whispered. 

A Waygu beefburger almost melted in 
my hand, and the squash soup was so thick 
I could’ve turned the bowl upside down 
without spilling. ChefHakanLundberg, a 
dashing Swede with a history in high-end 
kitchens, admits with chagrin that fine 


dining is dying. No one wants to pay $250 
for a nine-course, three-hour adventure 
anymore. They want a $15 burger and 
craft beers, the cheaper the better. 

His club diners are different. He cooks 
for serious regulars, some showing up 
four days a week, with their go-to meals 
and particulars about just how they want 
their steak or fish cooked. ‘T think they 
come in here because... they don’t have to 
be elbow-to-elbow with someone who’s 
out getting drunk,” he says. 

“With me,” I say, pointing at my flannel- 
sheathed chest. Lundberg laughs and nods. 

Daniel Olson, the club’s charming con¬ 
cierge, leads a fascinating, era-spanning 
tour through the gloriously decorated 
five-story mansion. No wall is bare of 
Americana or British-themed pieces, and 
no lounge or hallway is without ornate 
woodwork. My date believes the reading 
room, replete with oft-stoked fireplace, 
would be a “’great place to get killed with 
a lead pipe.” 

Upstairs are great halls which can be 
rented out for the night. Who parties here? 
“US. Bank or General Mills, or some of 
the major law firms,” Daniel says. 

Downstairs, he’s told that “Mr. Fink 
is asking for someone to talk to.” One of 
the club’s most talkative members has 
lost his lunch companion, but isn’t done 
chatting. If we weren’t mid-tour, Daniel 
would volunteer for the job himself. 

Out for a quick smoke break that evening, 
a different staffer gives a warm goodbye to 


a kitchen worker headed to his car. On her 
way back, the employee spots a member 
headed toward a locked door, and literally 
sprints across a driveway to swipe her in, 
then turns heel and races toward another 
member approaching another door. This 
is the kind of service provided. 

At a champagne-and-snacks happy hour, 
members learn about bubbly, and drink 
even more of it. “Terroir,” we determine, 
is a fancy word for “dirt,” and claims that 
the tannins in red wine cause a headache 
are “mostly bullshit.” 

When it’s over, Steve—who looks like 
comic Nick Swardson if he spent two hours 
a day on the bench press—and Mike, a 
lawyer-cum-psychiatrist, invite my dinner 
date and I to join them for free scotch 
and more wine. (Mike has 10 bottles in 
stashed in a locker here.) Turns out the 
diningroom’s bar area, lethargic midday, 
comes alive at night. 

Steve was once a special ed teacher. 
Now he does “wealth management” and 
has an ownership stake in a vineyard. 

What happened? “I became a capital¬ 
ist,” he says and shrugs. 

Cell phone pictures reveal Steve’s got 
a “gorgeous” wife—my date’s words—a 
daughter, and a cute dog. Mike’s about 
to turn 50 and his wife has a terminal 
illness. We bond over strong drink and 
black humor; Mike debates the merits 
of cannibalism. 

These guys are great. Any duo whose 
version of introduction is opening a bottle 



of scotch and fetching a nice bottle of red 
for two perfect strangers can’t be all bad. 

I’d come to the Minneapolis Club 
wondering how the well-off get on, 
these people whose lives I hate, resist, 
and somewhat reluctantly want. It turns 
out their lives are a lot like those of the 
people I already know. They’re hungry. 
They’re drinkers. They’re anxious about 
their kids, the country, and the world 
itself. They want something to do. They 
want company. 

Mr. Fink is looking for someone to talk 
to. Dave wants one more drink before 
returning to his family. Mike is losing 
a wife and invites funny young winos 
to his birthday. Try as I might, I can’t 
hate on any of that. If I had a lot more 
money, would I join the Minneapolis 
Club? Maybe not, but I wouldn’t blame 
anyone who did. 

I invite Steve and Mike to join us at a 
dive bar—turns out they love those too. 
They in turn promise to have us back any 
time we like. We wobble out into the night 
a little happier than when we’d arrived, 
with plans to meet again.

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2018: A year of sad songs and self-discovery 


f you waded into the glum muck of hit radio this year, you 
won’t be surprised to learn that there was a number-one 
song called “Sad!” But you might be surprised to learn 
that there was only one number-one song called that. 

Juice WRLD, NF, Post Malone—each of these put- 
upon rap groaners wept puddles of 
stagnant bongwater over a woman 
who’d smartened up and dropkicked 
his dreary ass on a dour hit he could have credit¬ 
ably dubbed “Sad!” But only XXXTentacion had 
the nerve to claim that title for his intriguing, 
manipulative, and reprehensible sniffle of a 
chart-topper. (Murdered in June at 20, he’ll likely be remem¬ 
bered as some tangled-up combination of cultish antihero, brutal 
girlfriend-abuser, and stylistic innovator.) 

There can be something liberating about a collective assertion 
of misery, especially when the pursuit of happiness feels less like 
a right than an obligation and your inability to smile is treated 


as a moral shortcoming. And as much as the Drake-spawned 
sulkscape of modern pop-rap merely gussies up misogyny with 
self-pity, these hits did tap into an undefined cultural malaise, as 
even the lamest mass culture will do. Let’s face it—we’re some 
sad fuckers these days. 

Plenty of songwriters with more brains and 
heart than those dopes I’ve mentioned sought 
to wriggle their way out of despair without 
belying its pleasures. Julien Baker, Phoebe 
Bridgers, and Lucy Dacus formed the cher¬ 
ished supergroup Boygenius, Robyn’s Honey 
worked through layers of sorrow on the dance 
floor, and the queen of too-smart-to-be-happy, Mitski, deepened 
her emotional insight as she expanded her musical range on Be 
the Cowboy. 

But much of what I needed to hear personally in 2018 went 
beyond that and demanded pleasure and acceptance from this 
miserable world. Cardi B’s Invasion of Privacy burst with the

energy of a rap fan who’d seized the spot¬ 
light, celebrating that induplicable moment 
when a lovable pop star discovers she’s 
widely loved, brimming with the indomi¬ 
table thrill of jacking every rap style that 
came her way and sounding like nobody 
but herself in each manifestation. 

I got a more nuanced buzz from some 
of Cardi’s less famous sisters. The Chi¬ 
cago rapper Noname, who bobbed and 
floated atop the seductive beatstream 
of Room 25, dropping incontrovertible 
wisdom like “globalization’s scary and 
fuckin’ is fantastic.” The delightful day¬ 
glo Philly weirdo Tierra Whack, whose 
15-minute, 15-song Whack World ended 
with an undeniable “I know that I am 
worth mo-o-o-ore.” Leikeli47, a balaclava- 
wearing young Brooklynite who rapped 
about finding love in as hopeless a place 
as the Ho 3 T-Schermerhorn subway sta¬ 
tion on her album, Acry/zc. And closer to 
home, Dessa, who once more surveyed 
heartbreak and other frustrations with 
a relentless scrutiny on Chime. Each of 
these artists plunged into existence and 
came out on the other side a fuller person. 

Action is another antidote for melan¬ 
choly, and down in the indie-punk trenches 
Parquet Courts’ Wide Awake! and Super¬ 
chunk’s What a Time to Be Alive each ral¬ 
lied the troops for a war that won’t end 
any time soon no matter how many blue 
waves crash on D.C. Meanwhile, Janelle 
Monde finally lived up to the promise of 
her queer Afrofuturist ambitions on Dirty 
Computer, sexingup anti-dystopian funk 
for the struggles ahead. 

Part of me wants to derail this essay 
right here and just start listing off all the 
unclassifiable pleasures music offered me 
this year. The theatrical indie-pop wit Stew, 
along with his group the Negro Problem, 


released two soundtracks to musicals he’d 
staged, one about James Baldwin and one 
about African-American Christianity, and 
you probably haven’t heard either. Onetime 
purveyor of electro-cool Tracey Thorn of 
Everything But the Girl shared a mature 
perspective over immature beats onRecord. 
Old folks like Yo La Tengo put out great 
music. Even older folks like John Prine put 
out great music. Kacey Musgraves exhaled 
a gorgeous contact high of an album. Golden 
Hour; Mary Gauthier collaborated with 
returning soldiers on the remarkable Rifles 
St Rosary Beads. And I haven’t even men¬ 
tioned my favorite album of the year yet. 

The Pistol Annies know from sad. On 
Interstate Gospel, their third and best album 
as a trio, Miranda Lambert, Ashley Monroe, 
and Angaleena Presley struggle with mar¬ 
riage and divorce and family, with the way 
bad decisions wind up puncturingyour self¬ 
esteem while seemingly sensible decisions 
make you regret your lack of irresponsi¬ 
bility. Whenever sex, drugs, and alcohol 
stop numbing their pain, cracking a joke 
puts it into perspective. “I picked a good 
day for a recreational Percocet” is a l 5 n:*ic 
any pharmaceutically inclined mope-rap 
star could get behind, but none of’em are 
bright enough to think up. 

Since I started this essay hating on pop 
radio, let me end with a note of gratitude 
to Ariana Grande for her chipper number 
one, “Thank U, Next.” One for the ages? 
Maybe not, but after a year of sadboy slogs, 
it was a relief to hear the consonant-averse 
star embrace the pop-psych cliche that 
every heartbreak teaches you something 
important about yourself Yeah, yeah, I have 
a hard time believing that too. But if the 
alternative is to wind up like one of those 
droopy emo whiners I was complaining 
about earlier? Well, I’ll take it on faith, Ari. 03

Minnesota music news for 2018 - by keith Harris 


TH E C ALE N DAR tells me it’s been less than 
12 months since January 1,2018, though 
it feels like at least 12 times that many. 
Here’s what happened in the time since. 


JANUARY 


► The Twin Cities region prepares itself 
for the coming onslaught of Super Bowl 
52. Out in Chanhassen, the City Council 
grants Paisley Park’s request for per¬ 
mission to serve liquor during a special 
Super Bowl-related event. Prince fans 
gripe that it’s not what the teetotaling 
Jehovah’s Witness would have wanted; 
further gripes accumulate after halftime 
performer Justin Timberlake announces 
that he’ll be holding a listening party at 
Prince’s home. 

► In another blow to live music on the 
West Bank, the Viking Bar closes. The 
joint, once one of the hotbeds of the Min¬ 
neapolis folk scene, had just reopened in 


May 2016 under new ownership, after a 
decade of dormancy. 

►Local fellas Jimmy Jam and Terry Lewis 

whip together an event called Super Bowl 
Live to showcase Minnesota music in a 
series of concerts held outdoors on the 
newly refurbished Nicollet Mall. Per¬ 
formers include Prince associates such 
as Sheila E., the Time, the Revolution, 
and the New Power Generation; rock¬ 
ers like Bob Mould, Soul Asylum, and 
the Jayhawks; and Idina Menzel, who 
is roasted by Minnesotans for suggest¬ 
ing on Twitter that 47 degrees is cold. 


FEBRUARY 


► The Super Bowl happens. Justin Tim¬ 
berlake does a weak-ass Prince tribute 
during an otherwise acceptable halftime 
performance. A whole bunch of famous 
people come to town, including Cardi B, 
who draws fire for “appearing” at pricey

RED LOBSTER 

A FOODIE INTERVENTION 

No, you are not too good for Red Lobster 

BY PETE KOTZ 


F or half a century, Red Lobster 
has reigned over the nation’s 
premier diningcategory—Chain 
Joints on the Frontage Road 
by the Mall—towering above 
such foes as Outback, Olive Garden, and 
Applebee’s. But it’s been years since you’ve 
graced its door, hasn’t it? 

You, after all, are an influencer, a taste- 
maker, an early adopter. Your Instagram 
page is curated with photos of craft butters, 
upcycled Filipino longganisa, and lots of 
stuff involving bowls. Your legions of fol¬ 
lowers would be legion no more were you 
to show favor to corporate food served 
next to a freeway in Roseville. 

Yet in the secret recesses of your heart, 
you longfor comfort—chow born for simple 
pleasure, its intentions no more than a 
full belly. 

So leave your phone behind. Tell friends 
you’re visiting an aunt with leprosy. Wear 
a disguise if you must. We’re going to Red 
Lobster, America’s home to comfort seafood. 

You will enter a womb of dark woods, 
framed nautical flags, and picturesque 
lighthouse scenes rivaling anything you’d 
find in a Holiday Inn Express. It’s totally 
authentic. Or as authentic as one can get 


when buying in bulk from a restaurant- 
fixtures distributor in Harrisburg. 

You will be seated by an old-school 
waitress. She is fleet of foot, polite, but 
not predisposed to light chatter. Maybe 
because you’re wearing a ski mask. 

The menu is the approximate size of a 
high school football playbook. All the basic 
wines, brewskies, and ‘'signature cocktails” 
are represented, whimsically abetted by 
Malibu Hurricanes and Caramel Appletinis. 

But it’s a long drive back to Uptown. 
You order a Coke. Its subtle notes of high 
fructose corn S 5 n:*up and phosphoric acid 
ring effervescent and crisp, an explosion 
of 1,000 senses. 

You pair this with a Caesar salad, featur¬ 
ing iceberg lettuce and shaved cheese of 
indeterminate lineage. There is no romaine 
on this day, for rumors suggest it may be 
trying to kill you. Besides, you want the 
full experience. And there’s nothing more 
seafaring than lettuce named after some¬ 
thing that can take down a cruise ship. The 
salad is delicious. 

You will also notice that a basket of 
famed Cheddar Bay Biscuits has arrived, 
gratis. These gems—so sumptuous they 
were once used as official currency in the 


pirate era—are a soft, buttery concoction of 
garlic and Old Bay-style seasoning. Their 
inventor is considered a deity in certain 
megachurches of the rural South. 

But dive deeper into the playbook, 
and you realize the menu is loaded with 
healthier, pricier items like 1-1/4 pound live 
steamed lobster ($33.79) and a rock lobster 
and steak ($37.49). “Toda/s catch,” hustled 
straight to the kitchen from the wharves 
of Roseville, includes Atlantic salmon and 
rainbow trout. 

You wisely take a pass. 

Pro tip #1: The smart diner always 
orders fried food, since only the best chefs 
are assigned to match wits with a tub of 
gurgling-hot oil. 

Pro tip #2: The quality of a dish can be 
discerned by the stoutness of its name. 
That’s why an54hing called “lumbeijack” or 
“hungry man” makes for a superior break¬ 
fast. But since we’re in a nautical setting, 
you’ll choose the “Admiral’s Feast” ($20.49, 
$15 on Tuesdays). 

As you maybe aware, the admiral is the 
second-most figure of import on a ship— 
after the guy who always seems to have 
weed even when you’re 274 miles out to 
sea. ‘Teast” derives from an ancient Turkish 
phrase meaning, “the upside of sacking an 
Ottoman village.” 

It will arrive at your table in less than 
10 minutes. You suspect Red Lobster is 
entirely staffed by people who moonlight 
as ambulance drivers. 

You take a moment behold the largesse: 
Mounds of fried ocean creatures brim from 


a giant plate, arrayed in the monochromatic 
beige recommended by school nutritionists 
from 1950s Alabama, back when science 
was still respected. The only coloring is a 
side order of broccoli, a nod to pacifying 
insurrectionists in your gastrointestinal 
unit, who may soon plot revolt. 

One bite of shrimp will convert you to 
a willing seaman in the Red Lobster Navy. 
It’s lightly breaded, meaty, perhaps large 
enough to serve as a racquetball paddle, 
exquisitely proportioned with seasoning 
and grease. 

Then come the filets of flounder, the 
sea’s most underrated fish. Only the truly 
lovable can earn a name like flounder. He’s 
the guy other fish call when they need an 
emergency babysitter, or when their car 
won’t start at 3 a.m. He’s been a groomsman 
at so many weddings he owns his own tux. 
He’s been repeatedly offered endorsement 
deals by Mrs. Paul’s and Long John Silver. 
But he always declines, saying he just isn’t 
that into money. 

And he’s fully committed to being your 
supper—tender, moist, a bonanza of good¬ 
ness in every bite. 

By the time you reach the scallops, your 
stomach is in mid-balloon. You consider 
offsetting the bill by leasing yourself to the 
Macy’s Parade. Fortunately, scallops are 
like a miniature crustacean hockey puck. 
You soldier on, your palate aroused by their 
luscious squishiness. 

But you can eat no more. Nature and 
arterial safety considerations require a 
ceasefire. And just in time. All that’s left 
is the broccoli—Broccoli? WTF were you 
thinking?—and clam strips, the one thing 
Red Lobster does not do well. 

They’re overcooked, rubbery, and taste 
like fried tendons, as if fished from the gar¬ 
bage behind an orthopedic surgeon’s clinic. 
If you happen to be an international spy, 
they’re sturdy enough to stab out someone’s 
eye should you ever be captured by Iranian 
intelligence. Yet your vocation does not 
require stabbing, does it? You find them 
unworthy of your to-go container. 

Not that it matters. You have now 
packed an estimated 38 pounds of fish 
and grease down your gullet. You feel as 
if you won’t be hungry again until April. 
You’re satiated in the way of empresses of 
old. For one brief moment, you are seated 
on your rightful culinary throne, ruling 
over a kingdom free from the obligations 
of fashion and status. 

You are happy... though with one minor 
consideration: Will you still fit behind the 
steering wheel of your car? 03

WEBBED FEAT 

The newest Spider-Man might be the best superhero movie of 2018

ou might think Spider-Man 
movies have been done to 
death—but you’ve never 
seen the wall crawler quite 
like this. 

Into the Spider-Verse takes place in 
an alternate reality, so things feel a bit 
unfamiliar from the get-go. There are 
plenty of subtle differences, but for us, 
the standout deviation from a typical 
Spidey flick is that Peter Parker (Chris 
Pine), while destroying a supercollider 
that creates holes to other dimensions, 
gets murdered by the Kingpin (Liev Sch- 
reiber). This opens the door for a new 
hero, another radioactive spider-bite 
victim named Miles Morales (Shameik 
Moore). But Miles is just a kid, and with 
this universe’s Spider-Man gone, he feels 
helpless and alone. 

Enter the paunchy and downtrodden 
Peter B. Parker (Jake Johnson), a Spider- 
Man pulled through the void from yet 
another universe. Miles thinks he can 
learn the ropes from the superhero; 
however, life hasn’t been good to our 
friendly neighborhood Spider-Man, and 


he’s reluctant to take Miles under his 
wing. And yet with Kingpin looking to 
restart the supercollider (and possibly 
create a multiverse-shattering black hole 
in the process), this depressed schlub 
of a hero must team up with Miles to 
destroy the machine. 

On paper this might all sound a bit 
convoluted—but in execution. Into the 
Spider-Verse is damn near flawless. More 
Spider-Men (and women and a pig) enter 
the picture, and with each addition, the 
movie gets better. You have to give credit 
to Brian Michael Bendis, Sara Pichelli, 
and the other Marvel mainstays who laid 
the foundation for this story in print. 
However, the success of Into the Spider- 
Verse owes largely to the behind-the- 
scenes work of 21 Jump Street and The 
Lego Movie masterminds Phil Lord and 
Christopher Miller, who once again lever¬ 
age their trademark wit and humor to 
create a special moviegoing experience. 

It’s also worth acknowledging the 
whopping 142 animators it took to bring 
this movie to life. Descriptions like “daz¬ 
zling” and “eye-popping” get thrown 
around a lot in movie reviews, but Into

the Spider-Verse truly fits the bill. Sty¬ 
listically, it’s a masterpiece; one cannot 
even compare the look and feel of the 
animation with anything else. Its cues 
are pulled from comics, pop art, cartoons, 
you name it, smashed together to form a 
movie that feels like a comic book come 
to life in a way that no Marvel movie, or 
really any movie, has done before. Novel 
frame rates, Lichtenstein-y Ben-Day dot 
highlights, odd use of selective focus—the 
attention to detail is striking here. And as 
the film builds to a maximal psychedelic 
visual climax, we’re as invested in the 
visuals as much as the story. 

Spider-Man: Into the Spider-Verse is 
easily the most fun and inventive animated 
movie of 2018. And amazingly, in a year 
that featured the powerful Black Panther, 
a shocking Avengers: In/znzty War, and 
the surprise delight of Ant-Man and the 
Wasp, it might also be the best superhero 
movie of the year. 03

C lassical Actors Ensemble is pre¬ 
senting a pair of 17th-century 
plays, in repertory at Gremlin 
Theatre, that demonstrate the 
persistent problems of patri¬ 
archy... including the problem of having 
women’s stories told by male playwrights. 

William Shakespeare’s Measure for Mea¬ 
sure and Thomas Middleton’s WomenBeware 
Women both pivot on more-or-less ordinary 
women who spark the sexual interest of 
powerful men. Both plays dramatize the 
injustice of women’s bodies being made 
men’s pawns, a theme that’s underscored 
by directors Diane Mountford and Joseph 
Papke, respectively. 

Measure is the drier of the two, but with 
material like this you’re not really looking 
for razzle-dazzle. What you are lookingfor 
is powerful performances, and Mountford 
has those—particularly from Madeline Wall. 
She plays Isabella, a novitiate who sets out to 
begfor the life of her brother Claudio (Jacob 
Hooper), condemned because his fiancee 
(Samantha Fairchild) is pregnant before the 
couple have been officially married. 

Lord Angelo (Daniel Kristian Vopava) is 
too righteous to overlook the crime of pas¬ 
sion, but not too righteous to commit his 
own. If Isabella will lay with him, he says, 
her brother maybe saved. In a confrontation 
with stomach-turning resonance, Angelo 
dismisses Isabella’s threat to expose his coer¬ 
cion: If he denies it, no one will believe her. 
“Say what you can,” he tells the devastated 
woman, “my false o’erweighs your true.” 

In the end, Shakespeare achieves a sort 
of happy ending, albeit one this production

complicates in a defiant twist pla 5 dng on an 
ambiguity in the script In Women, Middleton 
walks a darker, almost chaotic path. While 
Papke’s darkly comic production makes 
for more accessible fare, it can’t overcome 
the limitations of a busy script with a title 
that accurately reflects the pla 3 rwright’s 
misplaced attention. 

True enough, as played by Samantha V. 
Papke, Livia is certainly a woman to be wary 
of She helps the lustful Duke of Florence 
(lyler Stamm) lure the newlywed Bianca 
(Eva Gemlo) to his chambers, knowing 
full well the duke means to force Bianca 
into adultery. Gemlo is gripping, spiraling 
through an increasingly desperate range of 
emotions as the duke calmly informs her 
that he’s not above the use of force. 

A second plot doesn’t connect as power¬ 
fully in part because of a miscast Joe Wiener 
opposite the superbly poised Fairchild as his 
niece, ayoung woman who tolerates engage¬ 
ment to an obnoxious fop only because it 
obscures a secret affair with her uncle. 

The play is rarely produced, notes the 
director in a program note, “likely due to 
its rather outlandish finale.” Whaf s more 
deeply problematic, though, is the play’s 
picture of a moral universe where vice given 
rein ultimately engulfs the players indis¬ 
criminately. A more pointed focus seems 
in order. In a play where one man rapes at 
whim and another takes his own niece to 
bed, are women really the ones who need 
a warning label? 03
